when the fighting is going to start. Any 
blood-thirstiness thus far disclosed varies 
in proportion to the distance of the com- 
mentators from the place where the spill- 
ing would take place. 

What “might have been” are not al- 
ways sad words. They are not sad in ref- 
erence to inaction along the Rhine, the 
Moselle and the Saar, What “might have 
been” there—almost certainly would have 
been—is that a hundred thousand or five 
hundred thousand men who are now alive 
and well would be dead,or wounded had 
the generally expected “grand offensive” 
been started. Whether they were Allied or 
German soldiers depending on which army 
attacked the man-traps prepared by the 
other. 

The last war was called a war of attri- 
tion. Perhaps this is to be a war of dis- 
integration; the armies standing on guard 
while each side waits for the economic 
strength of the other to crumble. 


What Do With : Surplus ‘Wheat? 


Next year four great laboratories will 
be in operation in the United States backed 
by the federal Government, employing 800 
scientists and spending up to $1,000,000 a 
year each in attempts to find new indus- 
trial uses for surplus farm products, At 
least one large privately-owned laboratory 
is already engaged in the same quest, has 
been for some time, and reports very en- 
couraging progress. 

This leads the North Wegt Grain Deal- 
ers’ Association to suggest that the Gov- 
ernment of Canada start research work- 
ers now on the job of finding new indus- 
trial uses for wheat. Wheat, it is pointed 
out, is the only crop that can be grown to 
advantage over a good part of the prairie 
country. Whenever the war ends, and 
however completely the present reserves 
disappear during the war, the problem of 
what to do with recurrent surplus yields 
will again arise. And it may take ten years 
of experimentation to discover what indus- 
trial use can profitshly be made of the 
unmarketable grain—and the straw. 

This looks like a water-tight case for 
starting immediately to investigate the 
possibilities. That there are uses, now un- 
known, to which wheat could be put to 
economic advantage can hardly be doubted 
by anyone who has read the story of ni- 
trates, camphor, the soy bean, or rayon. 
Given a fork-load of straw or a bushel of 
wheat to start with, no one dare predict 
what a group of scientific researchers 
might make out of it. 

The chance of success is certainly good 
enough to warrant “gambling” a substan- 
tial amount of money that they can make 
something that would be economically 
useful.

The Passing Show

The bending willow survives the storm that 
uproots giant oaks. Belgium, with knowledge 
of how speedily German need can turn a treaty 
into a “scrap of paper,” has adopted the princi- 
ple of the bending willow in a novel “Chinese 
Wall” she has erected to keep out German tanks. 

It is totally unlike the Maginot 
NEW USE FOR Line, or the pitfalls and ob- 
LAWN ROLLERS structions that France and 

Germany have devised as pro- 
tection against invading tanks, The Belgium 
anti-tank lines, resembles iron gates placed on 
top of rollers such as are used for rolling tennis 
courts, Each section can be wheeled by two men; 
a tractor can haul a long line of them. The sec- 
tions are fastened together into long lines, an- 
chored at each end by steel cables into bundles of 
street car rails, cemented into the ground. 

Tests show that tanks find it impossible to 
climb over the flexible rollers, Instead, they 
become enmeshed in the line, in much the same 
way that Malay natives entrap tigers in their 
nets, Enmeshed in the line, the tanks become 
easy marks for artillery fire.

To the obvious suggestion that an enemy 
would first lay down an artillery barrage and 
blast a way for the tanks, the answer is made 
that artillery fire has little effect on the loosely 
held line of rollers, Even when shell fire blows 
a section sky-high, it invariably lands again 

right-side up in the place it 
NETTING THE formerly occupied. An addi- 
LAND TIGERS tional advantage claimed for this 

mobile type of tank obstruction, 
is that the rollers can be hauled across any kind 
of terrain, to wherever they may be needed. If 
an attempt is made to drive a way through Bel- 
gium by some such lightning tank attack as 
proved successful in Poland, the Germans may 
find these loosely strung obstacles more difficult 
to attack than concrete fortresses. In Namur, 
Liege and other strategic points in the Belgium 
defense system, these iron gates on lawn rollers 
stretch in both directions as far as the eye can 
reach. All of them are under the fire of guns, 
so cleverly camouflaged with fishnets covered 
with grass, that correspondent George Axelsson 
said he could not detect the camouflage at fifteen 
feet distance.

Today is the 100th anniversary of a very im- 
portant event in the history of Canada—the 
arrival at Toronto of Hon. Charles Poulett Thom- 
son, who had been sent out as a conciliator to 
pave the way for the union of Lower and Upper 
Canada, of which he was to be the first gov- 
ernor-general. The envoy was greeted at Tor- 
onto by Sir George Arthur, the lieutenant- 
governor, who had followed Sir Francis Bond 
Head and who found himself in a most delicate 
situation. He was nominally the Queen's repre- 
sentative in Upper Canada, but, opposed as he 
was to any concessions to the Reformers and to 
the proposed union, he soon had to confine his 
operations entirely to udministrative affairs.

Preparing for Peace 


The Citizens’ Research Institute of Canada 
issues a good program of municipal effort in its 
general plan of preparing for peace while in the 
midst of war. Today, the Institute points out, 
unemployment is being relieved by enlistment 


and by war contracts. When the war is over 
these tendencies will be “reversed and ac- 
cenuated,” and it emphasizes the importance of 
a sound policy for dealing with a situation which 
may come upon us suddenly and unexpectedly. 

This is the policy the Institute suggests for 

municipalities: 

“That each municipal council in Canada 
place its financial affairs on a thoroughly 
sound basis so that it can play its full part in 
meeting post-war problems by 

“(a) Issuing no debentures during the war 
except when absolutely unavoidable, 

“(b) Postponing, so far as possible, all even 
necessary public works until after the close 
of the war. + 

“(c) Tightening up its control of current 
expenditure by improved accour.ting and 
budgeting procedure and by putting its staffs 
on a purely merit basis, 

“(d) Appointing now a committee of alder- 
men, officials and qualified citizens to begin 
the planning of an after-the-war program of 
necessary works. This planning would consist 
not only of listing such work in order of their 
importance and urgency, but seeing that de- 
tailed engineering plans, cost data and 
methods of financing are completed so that 
when the signal comes that ‘the war is over’ 


another signal can be given ‘full speed 
ahead’.”—Ottawa Journal, 

Wood Products 
Canada’s recent export trade in wood 


products show a fine gain, when the figures for 
the first nine months of 1938 are compared with 
those for the same period in 1939. Lumber, 
shingles, veneers, ply-woods, saw-mill products, 
pulpwood, paper and manufactures of paper— 
all of them advanced in quantities shipped, 

This means that Canadian forests are more 
than holding their own as an important source 
of Canadian revenue. Millions of dollars in 
investment, thousands of persons gaining their 
livelihood directly, and many hundred more 
through the trans-shipment of wood products: 
that is a happy story, and must be thoroughly 
appreciated in many sections of this country. 

There is little wonder, then, that both the 
federal and provincial governments exert them- 
selves as far as their resources will permit to 
conserve and protest our forests. There is little 
wonder that the men and women responsible 
for this guardianship continually din into the 
ears of the general public the need for real cau- 
tion when motoring through or hunting in 
forested areas. Our annual fire losses are tragic, 
and in not a few cases are preventable. 

This notation of the increase in Canada’s 
export trade in wood products, then, should once 
more bring home the imperativeness of constant 
vigilance against fire damage to timber stands. 
Wood burned in a wild blaze that might not 
have happened is just so much. taken out of 
somebody's pocket at some future date.—Winni- 
peg Free Press. 


Sisters and Neighbors 


It is to be hoped that the warmth of feeling 


towards Quebec which has been generated in 
Yntario by the election results will not too 
quickly evaporate. It would be a fine thing for 


Canada if it were to become permanent. 

If such is te be the case, Ontario people will 
have to seek an understanding of the Quebec 
outlook, the Quebec viewpoint. It is in some 
respects different, for these people are chiefly of 
another race. Outside the great industrial cen- 
tres they are perhaps not so modern as the in- 
habitants of Ontario; their minds and habits are 
more leisureliy than ours. They savor life slowly, 
and the hard practical Ontario man finds this 
difficult to understand. It does not occur to him 
that he, in his haste, may miss in life some of 
the things which he ought to be enjoying. It does 
not do tp presume that Quebec has nothing to 
teach her sister province 

There is no reason why these two provinces 
should, so to speak, glare at each other, as they 
sometimes appear todo, They have many things 
in common, and each can learn something of 
value from the other. 

So the kindly spirit which has been engen- 
dered by the election should not be permitted to 
evaporate. Let us have, by al] means, an On- 
tario-Quebec axis, not directed against other 
provinces or against the federal authority, but 
for the cultivation of mutual friendship and good 
will, and for the successful prosecution of the 
great task which lies before the nation in this 
war.—Toronto Star.

who have had foot treatments com- 
ment upon how good the feet feel 
afterward. The combination of a 
series of these foot manipulations 
| and exercises will often do wonders 
| for feet which have hurt for years.

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Problems es 


By MRS. GAYNOR MADDOX 

Shopping for nuts may bring up 
one question: “Is it better to buy 
nuts in the shell or out?” There's 
no one answer. It depends. Nuts 
in the shell are somewhat cheaper 
per pound and not so likely to get 
contaminated. 

On the other hand, nuts already 
shelled save the time and labor it 
takes to get them out of the shell, 
and they take up less room in the 
storage cupboard. 


In most recipes, the amount of 
huts called for is expressed in 
terms of the shelled kernels. For 


that reason, when buying unshelled 
nuts for a particular recipe, it is 
useful to know how much they will 
weigh and measure after they are 
shelled. That information worked 
out approximately for six popular 
nuts follows: 

Almonds: for 1 pound or 8% cups 
shelled kernels it takes about 3% 
pounds unshelled almonds, Filberte: 
for 1 pound or 31% cups shelled ker- 
nels, it takes about 2% pounds of 
unshelled filgerts. Peanuts: for 1 
pound or 31% cups of shelled kernels 
it takes about 1% pounds of pea- 
nuts in the shell. Pecans: for 1 
pound or 3% cups shelled pecans it 
takes about 2% pounds of pecans in 
the shell. English Walnuts: for 1 
pound or 4 cups of halved English 
walnuts it takes about 2% pounds 
of unshelled nuts, Black Walnuts: 
for 1 pound or 3 cups broken ker- 
nels it takes about 5% pounds of 
nuts in the shell, 

NUTS MUST BE FRESH, CRISP 

Greatest of all nut virtues are 
freshness and crispness. Most nuts 
are rich in fat, and if this becomes 
rancid, the nuts have a disagreeable 
flavor. To prevent this, it's a good 
idea to buy nuts in fairly small 
quantities and to use them quickly. 
KeKep them in an airtight container 
in a cool, dry, dark place. 

Although nuts are practically 
made to order for kitchen use, there 
is one precaution no cook should

Germans Blast Own Bridges 


The submarine is one department of naval warfare where teamwork is of the most vital importance. Every 
man has his specific job and very little space to do it in. There must be no slips, for one brief moment of 
negligence might mean the death of the entire crew. The above series of photographs were made aboard 
baagh French submarine Vengeur. They are the most recent naval pictures permitted by the French navy 

d give the layman a graphic idea of the fighting technique of an underwater warship. Although not 
cized like German U-boats the French submarines are regarded by naval experts as among the world’s 
Thebrains of the submarine is the man at the periscope who navigates her and gets her in position 
to deliver the most telling blows. The commander of the Vengeur is shown, top right, at the eyepiece of 
the ‘scope, and, top left, is what he sees. The crossed lines in the centre are brought to bear on the spot 
he wishes to hit on the target. The ladder-like lines at the right give him the range. When the sub is 
in the position for firing, the commander transmits his orders electrically to the control room, left centre, 
from where the orders are relayed to the torpedo room, right centre, where a “fish” is shown being loaded 
into its tube. With the torpedo in its tube and the port slammed shut, a sailor is shown, bottom left, “dog 
ging” the door in place. All is set now for the word “Fire,” and here is the man who sends the deadly 
missile on its mission of death, bottom right. He has no idea of his target, his is not to ask questions but 
simply to obey his commands. A torpedo does its greatest damage when it explodes about 10 feet below 

the waterline of the target.

Y Dhiced situation along the historic 

waterways connecting the Black 
Sea to the Mediterranean is loaded 
with dynamite, 

To most people on the American 
continent today, the Republic of 
Turkey—which holds the key to the 
route—stands for Armenian atroc- 
ities, a semi-oriental civilization, 
mosques, minarets and Mohamme- 
danism. To most young Turks, and 
to anyone who has visited the coun- 
try in the past few months as I have, 


Turkey today denotes none of these | 


things. 

Turkey, now a modern nation 
minus the fez and the harem of the 
“Eastern” existence, today stands 
tied to the west. It is now commit- 


ted to assist Britain and France if 


the latter becomes involved in any 
war in the eastern Mediterranean 
resulting from hostile aggression by 
a European power. 


The Turks also are bound to as- 
sist their new allies in case Eng- 
land and France go to the assist- 
ance of Rumania or Greece, or both. 
France and Britain have agreed 
to assist the Ottomans in case any 
European power commits aggression 
against the Turks, or if Turkey be- 
comes involved in war in the east- 
ern Mediterranean as a consequence 
of an act of aggression by a Euro- 
pean power. 

Crux of the matter is Turkey's 
fear of the Soviet bear at the Bos- 
porus, possible Soviet aggression 
against Bessarabia, in Rumania, and 
what the statesmen of Ankara be- 
lieve may be Il Duce’s designs in the 
eastern Mediterranean.
